THE WEEK AT OTTAWA 


(By F. W. GERSHAW) 

We lack the gear lever which will 
link wp the machinery of produc‘ion 
chicugh universal joits to the Jif- 
fenential of consumption which will 
set in motion the wheels of progress. 
It is hoped that the Central Bank 
will so manage monetary affairs that 
some progress vill be made towards 
supplying this lack. 

The revision of the Bank Act was 
postponed one year to allow the 
Royal Commission to make a re- 
port of the whole banking and mon- 
etary problem, Thirty six countries 
of the would now have central banks, 
They act as the depositories of gov- 
ernment funds. Government  busin- 
ess is conducted on such a large 
scale as to seriousy derange the 
money market unless steps are taken 
to prevent it the inflow of revenue 
causing scarcity and the paying out 
of the interest payments causing 
easiness of money. 


The central bank must be a people’c 


bank, must ensure that credit and 
note issue is controlled “ not for} 
private profit but for public in- 


terest. The objective *of price con- 
tiol in Canada would be the smooth- 
ing out of the peaks and valleys of 
our price history, 

There are many factors, 
psychology, etc., concerned but the 
general rule is ‘The purenasing power 
of money and credit carries inversely 
with the quantity in cireulation”’ “A 
country requires the amount of mon- 
ey in circulation that will keep prices 
stable.” 

Canadian bankers have not been 
concerned about the amount of mon- 
ey in circulation. 

Sweeden is a country similar to 
Canada as it is off the gold standard, 
exports timber, produces food sup- 
plies and has no money market, With 
a government owned central bank 
they tied: lst. In the interests of 
public confidence to keep prices 
from voing too high, and 2nd. To 
arrest the long standing downward 
trend. Weekly valuation and ex- 
tensive records were kept re the 
price levels. They could not con- 
tol the volume of money as there 
was no money market. They con- 
fined their efforts to interest rates. 
The Midland Bank Monthly says of 
Sweeden; “It can be said that the 
internal purchasing power of the 
money unit has been kept partly 
by the deliberate action of the central 
bank’, In view of. this experiment 
an author reports; “Balancing the 
evidence available it seems fair to 
conclude that in general, at least, 
control of money end credit is possi- 
ble, that prices can be regulated 
to a very profitable degree and that 
very extensive social advantages 
can be realized by such control,’ 

As soon as the Bank of Canada is 
esitablished all chartered banks must 
turn over all the god the have at 
the value of 20.67 per ounce. 

The note issue privileges will be 
withdrawn from the chartered banks 
graduasix, five per cent each year for 
five years, ten per cent yearly for 
anothetr five years, in all 75 per cent 
to be withdrawn in 10 years. 


Canada officially reduces its 
gold coverage from 40 per cent to 25 
per cent. This gives the Central 


Bank enormous powers of inflation, 

The new Bank of Canada notes 
will be legal tender. Canada official- 
ly goes on the gold bullion standard. 
Bank of Canada notes will be re- 
deemable in gold but not in smaller 
quantities than a bar containing 400 
worth at present $13,000.

London is to witness a most unique exhibition when, on April 19, will} 


open a display of relics of “Children throughout the Ages’, acclaimed as 


the most comprehensive portrayal of child life down the centuries ever pre-| may be acquired by a blow or result |

sented to the public. The event derives significance ag much from the his- 
toric value of the various exhibits, as from the purpose to which the pro- 
ceeds are to be devoted. The beneficiary will be one of London’s most 
deserving charities. 

The relics to be displayed link child life with the dim remote ages of 
the past, the oldest exhibit being a Chinese doll said to date from 600 B.C. 
From that far distance down the years, the varying fancies of children, the 
toys which brought them pleasure, the garments they wore, the furniture 
which decked their nurseries and playrooms, all will be traceable in the 
array of exhibits from the pre-Christian era down to the end of the reign 
of Queen Victoria. 

Queen Elizabeth's christening robe, her cap and mittens, a portrait of 
her as a baby (by Holbein), will be on show. A shirt worn by Charles I. 


as a child of two, his boyhood’s brocade coat, will find prominent place in| 


the display beside Oliver Cromwell's christening robe. Here then that his- 
toric enmity which ended so tragically for the monarch is made to sym- 
bolize the transitory nature of human passions and, transformed, serves 
the charitable purposes of to-day. Napoleon, too, will be represented, not 
in a manifestation of childish desire but rather in evidence of that other 
love which great and lowly have in common, and which is, of course, as 
old as childhood is, The present given by the Emperor Napoleon to his 
infant son, the King of Rome, has been obtained as an exhibit. 

Perambulators and cradles and such adjuncts of childhood that flour- 
ished in the seventeenth century, have been collected to augment the dis- 
play. Children’s furniture from the sixteenth to the nineteenth centuries 
will be shown, as well as a display of British and foreign children’s clothes, 
hats, shoes and gloves of the same period, early games, cards and jig-saw 
puzzles, playbooks and lesson books. A series of rooms is being arranged 
to depict child scenes of bygone days with inevitable wax figures in the 
Madame Tussaud tradition, There will be portrayed in similar fashion a 
Kate Greenaway scene, a Victorian Sunday, the ancient nanny and the 
modern nurse. 

The British royal family, as usual where charity is the object, is accord- 
ing wholehearted support to the exhibition, Queen Mary is contributing 
playthings of her own childhood, and toys which enthralled the young Prince 
of Wales, his brothers and sisters. Two gold rattles given by Queen Vic- 
toria to the Prince of Wales also have been offered, and considerable in- 
terest will attach to an exhibit of the immature efforts of the Prince and 
his brother, the Duke of York, as artists, It is said these efforts are just 
@s atrocious in result and effect as any of less exalted youth. 

Perhaps one of the most interesting of the relics to be exhibited, how- 
ever, has no connection whatever with the childhood of the great or the 
near-great. It is a pewter feeding bottle, believed to date back to about 
1750. It was discovered in possession of a farmer who was using it to feed 
his lambs. Probably no more fitting place could be found for this memento 
of a bygone period and a long-forgotten childhood than alongside the relics 
of royal youth and palace playrooms, It is a striking reminder of that 
strange democracy of the very young, that constant symbol of the “great 
levellers’”—childhood and death—and it is to be hoped that as such, in these 
transitional days, it will be interpreted by those privileged to patronize the 


exhibition.

Marvels of the Human Eye 


By F. M. CROWE, Optometrist-Optician, Calgary 


NO. 6—ASTIGMATISM 


We now come to a very common 
defect of the eye, one little under- 
stood by the public many of whom 
consider it a visible 
condition or disease or that it is a_ 
temporary allment, which {s not so. 

The simplest explanation of Astig- 
matism would be to describe it as 
an eyeball in which one or both re- 
fractive surfaces (Lens and Cornea) 
are not symmetrically curved, Try 
and visualize a perfectly round ball 
of glass from which you cut a slice. 
Now the Cornea of the eye should be! 
as equally curved in all meridians as 
that slice of glass and when it is not, 
the condition is known as Astigma- 
tism. It is usually congenital but 


from a scar after an ulcer has healed. 
It is also considered probable that 
many cases of Astigmatism have re- 
sulted from undue pressure on the | 
eyeball in infancy by the parent!

Strange as it may seem the dis- 
comfort experienced as a result of 
Astigmatism is not at atl in pro- 
portion to the amount of error, In 
fact it usually bears the reverse 
ratio as we find the better the 
vision the greater the eyestrain 
where a small amount of error exists. 
It is estimated that normal eyes use 
about thirty-five per cent. of the 
nerve energy of a normal body, How 
much is used by eyes that are ab- 
normal? Could a body remain healthy 
under such circumstances? You an- 
swer. 

We have no more reason to €x- 
pect the eyes to be perfect than the 
features or any other organ. Neither 
are they so and few eyes are with- 
out some degree of Astigmatism. A

Am I advocating a return to ihe 
old condition of things? By no 
means. I am merely pointing out 
that “eye-consciousness” and many 
ailments remote from, yet due to eye 
conditions, is part of the price we 
are paying for advancing civilization.

ay Strange Accidents At Sea 


Ships’ 


Officers Give Accounts Of 
Two Unusual Collisions 

Recalling strange accidents at sea, 
officers of the steamer Beechpark, at 
Saint John, gave first-hand accounts 
of two unusual collisions. 

Chief Engineer David Thomson 
was with the Volumnia when that 
ship carried troops across the Eng- 
lish Channel in war days. Travel- 
ling without lights, troop-carriers 
proceeded at full speed over courses 
ordered clear by the admiralty. A 
stocky trawler returning from the 
banks had not heard the warning 
and unwittingly crossed the troop- 
ship’s track. 

‘Tt was the first time an iron ship 
was cut in two,” said Thomson, ‘“‘We 
struck the big trawler broadsides, 
plowed right through the hull and 
out the other side. From the port 
I got a fleeting glance of the stern 
half sinking.” 

Only five of the crew of 39 were 
rescued, and one died soon after. 
“The confused survivors wouldn't be- 
lieve it. They couldn’t understand 
why we had not foundered also.” 

Capt. Will Masson told how the 
steamer Montpark, a famous Q-boat 
during the war, met a strange end 
while under his command in 1919, A 
crash occurred while the Montpark 
wes feeling its way through poor 
visibility one night a few days out 
from the Tyne mouta, Capt. Masson 
saw the bow of another ship pro- 
truding into his own, heard terse 
orders in a foreign language, and 
watched the unknown vessel back 
away into the mist. . 

The Montpark sinking, its crew 
jumped into the sea. Capt, Masson 
and a few seamen were rescued from 
a life-raft the following evening, but 
other members of the crew were 
never found and the ship which left 
them helpless was never identified,

Oriental Shop In London Asks And 
Gets Fantastic Prices 

«. simple little dinner for four— 
price £50. This is one of the items 
on the price list of the most extra- 
ordinary food shop in London, 

It is a little shop in Soho—with 
slightly fantastic Oriental prices. 

“Fish air bladders” at 56s, a pound, 
the head-bones of thea “sacred yel- 
low fish” at 50s. a pound, and tea at 
21s. a pound, are only some of the 
strange commodities you may buy— 
If you can afford it' 

This tiny Soho shop is usually 
crowded with blue-bloused Chinese, 
chattering and chaffering. Here and 
there you may see a dignified Eng- 
lish man-servant with a basket, ob- 
viously embarrassed at bis errand. 

Tea, in this Oriental warehouse, is 
not just tea. It is a precious bever- 
age deserving of respect and a ling- 
ering choice between the merits of 
“Poo Yung Boo,’ “Loong Chen,” of 
“Teet Goong I.um,” all costing be- 
tween 10s, 6d. and 21s. a pound. 

Two or three rounds of shark’s fins 
—a good soup reeds this much— 
cost about £5, and look like long 
strips of shredded wheat. Boiled 
with chicken for several hours, it is 
said to be the most delicious soup in 
the world—with the possible excep- 
tion of birds-nest soup. 

The “nests’’ for this soup cost four 
guineas a pound. 

But the tour de force of the whole 
shop is “snow fungus”, which is kept 
in tightly sealed glass tubes and 
costs 16 guineas a pound! 

This comes from the mountains of 
Northern China, where it is dug out 
from the eternal snows. 

“Oh, yess,” ‘smiled the Chinese 
proprietor. “Many English people 
buy these things for special dinner- 
party. But the Chinese, he buy alla 
time—it is the food of his home.”

Recorded His Wishes In 
Talking Picture 


Some of the peculiar wills and 
last testaments that have been made 
and provided problems for lawyers 
to solve were reviewed by S. A, Dick- 
son, IX.C., who spoke to the Rotary 


club at Edmonton on “Weird Wills 
and Testy Testaments.” 
Mr. Dickson said the earliest 


known will was discovered by Sir W. 
M. F. Petrie, famous British archaeo- 
logist, in the ruins of Kahun, in one 
of the Egyptian tombs that he ex- 
cavated. 

Enumerating some amusing wills 
he told of one where an Englishman 
who was at loggerheads with his wife 
left her only a “shilling with which 
to buy a rope to hang herself with.” 

“Perhaps the meanest of wills is 
that of a man who left his wife one 
farthing, to be sent to her in the 


mail in an unstamped envelope,” Mr. 
Dickson said. 

An instance of the will of an en-| 
thusiastic politician was mentioned 
as that of an Ontario man who left 
his office furniture and other effects 
to his brother ‘‘on condition that 
once a year, on a stipulated date he} 
must stand outside on the sidewalk 
in front of his residence, after hav- 
ing advertised the event in the news- 
papers previously, and shout at the 


top of his voice as loudly as possible 
so that all might hear him, “Hurrah 
for Laurier!” 

One English testator who hated the 
Irish left a will in which he outlined 
“a plan for the extermination of 
Irishmen.” He willed that once a 
year the sum of ten pounds be ex- 
pended from his estate in buying 
whiskey, and an invitation be ex- 
tended to all Irishmen who cared to 
accept to gather in the cemetery 
where his body was buried.

Life Restored To Dead Dogs 


Experiments Made At The University 
Of California Institute 

Two dogs pronounced dead were 
‘“prought back to life” for four and 
five hours, respectively, in experi- 
ments at the University of California 
institute of experimental biology. 

One of the animals was first pro- 
nounced dead, from nitrogen gas ad- 
ministered by the scientists, at 12:34 
p.m. Dr, John E. Cornish injected a 
solution containing oxygen, adrenelin 
and heparin and teetered the dog on 
a board to restore circulation. 

At 12:43 the scientists noted the 
heart began beating. At 1 pm. re- 
flexes returned. At 1:06 the dog 
moved an eye, At 4 p.m, its pulse 
and respiration approached normal, 
At 6 p.m, it died. 

Another dog lasted only four hours 
after it had been resuscitated,
